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COACH FARE FOR AIRLINES 
Heartening signs hav e dev elo ped recently 
o f a widening trend to ward use o f air co ach 
o r to urist reduced-fare serv ice by the co m­ 
mercial airlines. 
American Airlines, which led the way with 
fast DC-6 day light air co ach o peratio ns last 
y ear, has added ano ther co ast-to -co ast flight 
by an alternate ro ute. The o riginal run is 
repo rted a substantial success. 
Other do mestic lines can o ffer similar tes­ 
timo ny . Since co ach o peratio ns became co m­ 
mo n in late 19 4 9 , the carriers hav e picked up 
ex tra rev enue witho ut apparent harm to 
their regular full-fare trade. 
To illustrate, co ach serv ice bro ught the 
do mestic co mpanies $4 3 *000,000 in 19 5 0, as 
against o nly $9 ,6 00,000 in 19 4 9 . But first- 
class passenger rev enues didn’t suffer co r­ 
respo ndingly . They ro se $14 ,5 5 0,000 to a 
to tal o f $3 4 7 ,000,000 in 19 5 0 as co mpared 
with 19 4 9 . 
All co ach serv ice is under tempo rary au­ 
tho rizatio n 
fro m 
the 
Civ il 
Aero nautics 
Bo ard, which v iewed it o riginally as an ex ­ 
periment and has no t y et rev ised its o fficial 
attitude. The idea was to test the serv ice to 
see whether it wo uld tap a who lly new mar­ 
ket, as so me lines claimed, o r whether it 
wo uld simply subtract business fro m the full- 
fare serv ice. 
No ne o f the lines wo uld co ntend that air 
co ach rev enues are all pure gain. But tho se 
emplo y ing the serv ice believ e mo st o f the 
return represents new custo mers who o ther­ 
wise wo uldn’t trav el. They think air co ach 
is here to stay . 
In the o v erseas field, Pan American Wo rld 
Airway s has been urging since 19 4 8 that 
to urist fares be applied to the rich trans- 
Atlantic ro ute. Like the do mestic lines, Pan 
American argued that lo wer fares wo uld 
bro aden the base o f the air trav el market 
and mo re than co mpensate the o v erseas car­ 
riers thro ugh increased v o lume. 
The Eco no mic Co o peratio n Administratio n 
suppo rted this co ntentio n, reco mmending 
to urist rates as a means by which do llar- 
hungry Euro pean co untries co uld earn mo re 
do llars. 
The CAB, o ppo sed fo r so me time to ex ­ 
tensio n o f the co ach-fare plan to o v erseas 
lines, changed its mind this spring. 
Last mo nth at Bermuda, at a meeting o f 
the Internatio nal Air Transpo rt Asso ciatio n 
representing majo r internatio nal carriers, 
Pan Am’s to urist serv ice plan, urged also by 
Belgium’s Sabend Airlines, was at length 
ado pted. 
So me fo reign lines are skeptical o f the 
eco no mics o f lo wer fares, ho wev er, and their 
o ppo sitio n was .still felt at Bermuda. To 
o btain unanimo us agreement o n the cheaper 
serv ice, it was necessary to put o ff its effec­ 
tiv e date 18 mo nths, bey o nd the end o f the 
19 5 2 summer seaso n.

LIFE IS FRAGILE 
We are so sure, so po sitiv e, 
so full o f o urselv es. 
Then so mething happens to bring us clo se to the 
kno wledge o f ho w fragile we are, ho w fragile life 
itself is. 
I recall when Winsto n Churchill was 
kno cked do wn o n Fifth Av enue, ho w Fritz Kreis- 
ler was kno cked do wn by a truck. Churchill liv ed 
to lead his co untry thro ugh blo o d, sweat and tears. 
Kreisler has been spared fo r a wo rld that lo v es 
him. 
These tho ughts came to me as fo r a mo ment it 
seemed as though all of us, nearly an entire family, 
in the best of cheer, off on a summer holiday, faced 
the immediate possibility of sudden death. 
It does 
not tak e more than a split second to discover 
humility—and thank fulness to a gracious God. 
Our car was standing stark still on an approach 
to the West Side Highway, not more than five 
minutes from home. 
We were moving from the 
big city to a farm 1 have in Massachusetts. 
All 
winter we look forward to the day when we shall 
mak e our annual return 
to the wo o ds and a few 
week s of closenfcss to nature. We 
were waiting to 
get into tHe line of traffic. 
Then came, at a terrific rush, 
a policeman o n a 
motorcycle. He apparently was after a speeder 
o r 
something. 
Suddenly we felt the impact of his 
machine into our car. 
He fell over his machine. 
To us, It seemed as though he had flown into the 
air and soon enough, too soon, we heard his 
gro ans. 
We only suffered damage 
to our car, but we suf­ 
fered emotionally with him. 
It might have been 
us. 
... 
For hours we waited. 
And it was impossible 
not to think of how the courtesy of the road seems 
to have disappeared altogether. 
Few drivers put 
their hands out to signal changes of destination or 
slowing up. Few ever think of warning the car 
be­ 
hind them of sudden stops. 
On country roads at 
night, it is not rare to see bright lights undimmed 
for passing cars even though a collision might re­ 
sult from such negligence. 
But the worst offenders seem to be gabby folk 
who hold conferences while driving and lovers who 
believe the closeness mak es the road more safe. 
One becames more conscious of these infrac­ 
tions after a first accident. 
If there had been no 
speeder, the motorcycle policeman would not so 
suddenly have tak en to the chase and none of this 
might have happened, imperilling his life and al­ 
most ending ours. 
Perhaps after the speeder 
reaches his destination, there was nothing to get 
there for. Yet, there could have been a half dozen 
deaths because he did not follow the rules of the 
road.It is not only the rules of the road that we so 
often ignore: it is the rules of life itself. For there 
are rules which the whole experience of tHe human 
race, at whatever level of culture, does accept. 
The Senate committee which is now meeting to 
consider ethics in government laces the same prob­ 
lem that we did in our collision; it is not so much 
the law as it is decency, which comes down to the 
simplicities of the Ten Commandments and the 
Golden Rule and such aphoristic statements of 
right. 
The simple rules of life suffice when all the 
complexities of laws and regulations do not. 
Most 
men do not commit murder because they fear the 
law. 
Probably when a man shoots an adulterous 
wife, he never 'think s of the law. 
His emotions 
are vengeful; he does not think at all and all the 
laws on all the book s from Hammurabi to Ful- 
bright will not check his hand, unless deeply 
ground into his character is the simple statement: 
“Those shalt not k ill.” 
That command originated not from legislation 
or personal decision. 
It reaches him from outside 
himself, from God. not as a request or a suggestion, 
not with explanations or reasons—but as a direct 
statement of what is expected of him. 
Vengeance 
is the Lord's, not man’s. 
The transference is im­ 
portant, for it withdraws from us altogether many 
of the emotional reactions which lead to indecen­ 
cies, improprieties, wrongs. 
If we reject the com­ 
mandments, we imperil not only ourselves, but all 
men. 
Analyzing the various criticisms of the Ameri­ 
can government and even American life of our day, 
it would seem that most of our social illnesses, at­ 
tributable to what is so lightly called “modern,” 
“up-to-date.” “progress.” really arc bad manners 
and degraded morals.

Retarded mental development is essentially simi­ 
lar, as far as body processes are concerned, to ar­ 
rested or retarded physical growth. Children ma­ 
ture normally to a certain age, then cease to *ya- 
ture any further. There is no set age at which 
maturity stops in all cases precisely as not all nor­ 
mal or adult intelligences arc equal. Despite this, 
each retarded individual can be helped through 
specialized and sympathetic care and training to 
mak e some use of his capacities and with sk illed 
friendly supervision become a work ing member ot 
the community.

Retardation may be the result of injury or dis­ 
ease before or after birth or may be the outcome 
of factors which future study may reveal.

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COACH FARE FOR AIRLINES 
Heartening signs have developed recently 
of a widening trend toward use of air coach 
or tourist reduced-fare service by the com­ 
mercial airlines. 
American Airlines, which led the way with 
fast DC-6 daylight air coach operations last 
year, has added another coast-to-coast flight 
by an alternate route. The original run is 
reported a substantial success. 
Other domestic lines can offer similar tes­ 
timony. Since coach operations became com­ 
mon in late 1949, the carriers have picked up 
extra revenue without apparent harm to 
their regular full-fare trade. 
To illustrate, coach service brought the 
domestic companies $43*000,000 in 1950, as 
against only $9,600,000 in 1949. But first- 
class passenger revenues didn’t suffer cor­ 
respondingly. They rose $14,550,000 to a 
total of $347,000,000 in 1950 as compared 
with 1949. 
All coach service is under temporary au­ 
thorization 
from 
the 
Civil 
Aeronautics 
Board, which viewed it originally as an ex­ 
periment and has not yet revised its official 
attitude. The idea was to test the service to 
see whether it would tap a wholly new mar­ 
ket, as some lines claimed, or whether it 
would simply subtract business from the full- 
fare sendee. 
None of the lines would contend that air 
coach revenues are all pure gain. But those 
employing the service believe most of the 
return represents new customers who other­ 
wise wouldn’t travel. They think air coach 
Is here to stay. 
In the overseas field, Pan American World 
Airways has been urging since 1948 that 
tourist fares be applied to the rich trans- 
Atlantic route. Like the domestic lines, Pan 
American argued that lower fares would 
broaden the base of the air travel market 
and more than compensate the overseas car­ 
riers through increased volume. 
The Economic Cooperation Administration 
supported this contention, recommending 
tourist rates as a means by which dollar- 
hungry European countries could earn more 
dollars. 
The CAB, opposed for some time to ex­ 
tension of the coach-fare plan to overseas 
lines, changed its mind this spring. 
Last month at Bermuda, at a meeting of 
the International Air Transport Association 
representing major international carriers, 
Pan Am’s tourist service plan, urged also by 
Belgium’s Sabengf Airlines, was at length 
adopted. 
Some foreign lines are skeptical of the 
economics of lower fares, however, and their 
opposition was .still felt at Bermuda. To 
obtain unanimous agreement on the cheaper 
service, it was necessary to put off its effec­ 
tive date 18 months, beyond the end of the 
1952 gummer season.

Our car was standing sta rk still on an approach 
to the W est Side Highway, not more than five 
m inutes from home. 
W e were moving from the 
big city to a farm I have in M assachusetts. 
All 
w inter we look forw ard to the day when we shall 
m ak e our annual retu rn to the woods and a few 
weeks of closeness to nature. 
We were w aiting to 
get into the line of traffic. 
Then came, at a terrific rush, a policeman on a 
motorcycle. 
Ile apparently was after a speeder or 
something. 
Suddenly we felt the im pact of his 
m achine into our ear. 
He fell over his machine. 
To us, it seemed as though he had flown into the 
air and soon enough, too soon, we heard his groans. 
We only suffered dam age to our car. but we suf­ 
fered emotionally w ith him. 
It m ight have been 
us. 
F o r hours we waited. 
And it was impossible 
not to think of how the courtesy of the road seems 
to have disappeared altogether. 
Few' drivers put 
their hands out to signal changes of destination or 
slowing up. 
Few' ever think of w arning the car be­ 
hind them of sudden stops. 
On country roads at 
night, it is not rare to see bright lights undimmed 
for passing cars even though a collision might re ­ 
sult from such negligence. 
But tile worst ort enders seem to be gabby folk 
who hold conferences while driving and lovers who 
believe the closeness m akes the road m ore safe. 
One benames more conscious of these i n a c ­ 
tions after a first accident. 
II there had been no 
speeder, the motorcycle policeman would not so 
suddenly have taken to the chase and none of this 
might h a \° happened, imperilling his life and al­ 
most 
ending 
ours. 
Perhaps 
after 
the 
speeder 
reaches his destination, there was nothing to get 
there for. 
Yet, there could have been a half dozen 
deaths because he did not follow the rules of the 
road. 
It is not only the rules of the road th at we so 
often ignore; it is the rules of life itself. 
For there 
are rules which the whole exi>ericnce of the hum an 
race. at w hatever level ol culture, does accept. 
The Senate com m ittee which is now m eeting to 
consider ethics in governm ent laces the sam e prob­ 
lem that we did in our collision; it is not so much 
the law as it is decency, which comes down to the 
simplicities of the Ten C om m andm ents and the 
Golden Rule and such aphoristic statem en ts of 
right. 
The simple rules of life suffice when all the 
complexities of laws and regulations do not. 
Most 
men do not commit m urder because they fear the 
law. 
Probably when a m an shoots an adulterous 
wife, he n e v e r'th in k s of the law. 
His emotions 
are vengeful; he does not think at all and all the 
laws on all the Uioks from H am m urabi to Ful- 
bright will not check 
his hand, unless deeply 
ground into his ch aracter is the simple statem en t: 
“Those shalt not kill.” 
That com m and originated not from legislation 
or personal decision. 
It reaches him from outside 
himself, from God. not as a request or a suggestion, 
not with explanations or reasons - but as a direct 
statem ent ol w hat is expected of him. 
Vengeance 
is the L o rd s, not m an ’s. 
The transference is im ­ 
portant. for it w ithdraw s from us altogether m any 
of the emotional reactions which lead to indecen­ 
cies. improprieties, wrongs. 
If we reject the com ­ 
m andm ents. we impel ii not only ourselves, but nil 
men. 
Analyzing the various criticisms of the A m eri­ 
can governm ent and even Am erican life of our day, 
it would seem that m ost of our social illnesses, a t­ 
tributable to w hat is so lightly called “m odern,” 
“up-to-date.” “progress.” really are bad m anners 
and degraded morals.

Several years ago I w rote about a new occu­ 
pation th at challenges strong men and women who 
wish to devote their lives to helping the un fo rtu ­ 
nate patients in sta te and m ental hospitals. Aside 
from providing a living, this w ork is of great in­ 
terest. as those engaged in it are rew arded by the 
progress ol the m entally retard ed children and 
adults in their care. 
The movement to enroll m ental aides is spon­ 
sored 
by the 
National 
Association 
for M ental 
H ealth. Today thousands of aides are engaged in 
this w ork and a competition to find and rew ard the 
most outstanding aides is held yearly throughout 
the United States. The purpose of m aking these 
aw ards is to locus public atten tio n on the needs 
of the 1.500,000 m entally retarded people and to 
recognize the efforts of progressive aides in insti­ 
tutions for the m entally retard ed who, in enlight­ 
ened day-to-day w ork w ith their patients, are help­ 
ing to improve the quality of the care and training 
throughout the country. 
R etarded m ental development is essentially sim i­ 
lar. as far as body processes are concerned, to a r­ 
rest* 4 or retarded physical growth. Children m a­ 
tu re norm ally to a certain age, then cease to m a­ 
ture any further. T here is no sot age a t which 
m atu rity stops in all cases precisely as not all nor­ 
m al or adult intelligences arc equal. Despite this, 
each retarded individual can be helped through 
specialized and sym pathetic care and training to 
m ake some use of his capacities and w ith skilled 
friendly supervision become a w orking m em ber of 
the community. 
R etardation m ay be the result of injury or dis­ 
ease* before or a fte r birth or m ay be the outcome 
of factors which future study m ay reveal. 
'Fhe w inner of the highest aw ard w as Miss 
Eileen B unyan Monson S ta te Hospital. Palm er, 
Mass., who cam e to this hospital five years ago 
and found a group of children who lived secluded 
lives, fought frequently, had slovenly habits, and 
had to be locked indoors. W ith the aid of the staff 
she organized outdoor games for these children, 
accompanied them on hikes, organized troops of 
Boy and Girl Scouts. The children gradually began 
to help about the grounds and the cooking in the 
kitchen and form ed a Glee Club. T he doors of the 
institution w ere kept open perm anently.

W ater Safety 
Sw im m ing and boating are fine 
exercise, good fun, and am ong 
the 
m ost 
p op ular 
of 
sum m er 
sp orts. W ater sp orts are safe, too, 
w hen those takin g p a rt in them 
p ractice a few rules of common 
sense and avoid takin g chances. 
No one should ever go sw im ­ 
m ing im m ediately a fte r eating. 
It is best to w ait an hour or 
m ore a fte r a m eal before going 
into the w ater. Going for a swim 
can also be dangerous w hen one 
is tired or overheated. A full 
stom ach, 
fatigue, 
or 
extrem e 
heat, coup led w ith the shock ol 
cold w a te r and sudden exercise, 
can bring on cram p s or exh aus­ 
tion 
and 
m ake 
the 
sw im m er 
p ow erless in the w ater. 
A sw im m er should alw ays have 
com p anions w ith him in the w a­ 
te r so th a t help is n ear in case? 
he needs it. Long swim s are only 
for qualified exp erts and even 
they should never sw im long dis­ 
tances unless somebody is follow ­ 
ing nearby w ith a boat. 
It is a trag ic fact th a t m any 


p eop le a re drow ned w hile trying 
to 
save som eone else. 
Anyone 
w ho swim s often should learn the 
techniques of life-saving so th a t 
he can take care of him self as 
w ell as oth ers if th e occasion 
should ever arise. 
Sm all boats like canoes, row ­ 
boats, and m otor boats are safe 
as well as enjoyable w hen p eo­ 
p le use them know how to h an ­ 
dle them and exercise a little 
caution. 
Passengers, as well as p ilots, 
should know how to swim before 
they get out into deep w ater in 
sm all boats. B ut enforced sw im ­ 
m ing on a boating trip can be 
avoided when th e boat is m an ­ 
aged 
p rop erly 
and 
p assengers 
know how to behave. 
A sm all boat th a t is overloaded 
or off-balance is ap t, to tip over 
| m ost 
easily. 
P assengers should 
i be rem inded to e n te r th e boat 
j by step p ing in th e cen ter and, 
| once they a re seated, to stay 
w hore they a re and sit still.

C hanging seats in a sm all boat, 
or even just standing up , can he 
dangerous. If the boat docs tip 
over, p assengers should cling to 
! it and w ait for help , if p ossible.

Swimming and boating are fine 
exercise, good fun, and among

sports. W ater sports are safe, too, 
when those taking part in them 
practice a few rules of common 
' sense and avoid taking chances. 
I 
No one should ever go swim­ 
ming immediately after eating. 
It is best to wait an hour or 
more after a meal before going 
into the water. Going for a swim 
I can also be dangerous when one 
is tired or overheated. 
A 
lull 
, stomach, 
fatigue, 
or 
extrem e 
1 heat, coupled with the shock of 
cold water and sudden exercise, 
can bring on cramps or exhaus- 
l tion 
and 
make 
the 
swimmer 
powerless in the water. 
A swimmer should always have 
companions with him in the wa­ 
ter so that help is near in case* 
he needs it. Long swims are only 
for qualified experts and even 
they should never swim long dis­ 
tances unless somebody is follow­ 
ing nearby with a boat. 
It is a tragic fact that many 


people are drowned while trying 
to 
save someone else. 
Anyone 
who swims often should learn the 
techniques of life-saving so that 
he can take care of himself as 
well as others if the occasion 
should ever arise. 
Sm all boats like canoes, row­ 
boats. and motor boats are safe 
as well as enjoyable when peo­ 
ple use them know how to han­ 
dle them and exercise a little 
caution. 
Passengers, as well as pilots, 
should know how* to swim before 
the y got out into deep water in 
small boats. But enforced swim­ 
ming on a boating trip can be 
avoided when the boat is man­ 
aged 
properly 
and 
passengers 
know how to behave. 
A small boat that is overloaded 
or otT-balance is apt to tip over 
most 
easily. 
Passengers should 
bo reminded to enter the boat 
by stepping in the center and. 
once they are seated, to stay 
whore they are and sit still. 
Changing seats in a small boat, 
or oven just standing up, can be 
dangerous. If the* boat does tip 
over, passengers should cling to 
it and wait for help, if possible.

when a storm is coming up is 
looking for trouble. Anyone who 
is out on tho water when a storm 
breaks or threatens should head 
immediately for shore instead of 
staving out in the hope that it 
will “blow* over.” 
Most swimming and boating ac­ 
cidents can be avoided. A person 
can get 
the most out of both 
sports if be uses common sense 


and makes safety first the rule in 
and on the water.

Insurance Law 
Effective Sunday 


Albany, N. Y., June 28 IJT)— 
Under New York's “semi-compul­ 
sory" automobile liability insur­ 
ance law, you must double the 
minimum coverage beginning Sun­ 
day. 
New York doesn’t require you 
to 
carry 
automobile 
insurance, 
hut after you have an accident 
you lose your license unless you 
can prove “financial responsibil­ 
ity"— usually with insurance. 
Beginning 
Sunday, 
you 
must 
carry $10,000 coverage for injury 
or death of one person and $20,- 
000 for injury or death of two or 
more in any one accident. 
The present minimum is $5,000 
and $10,000. 
The $5,000 property damage re­ 
quirement remains unchanged un­ 
der the new’ law, adopted by the 
1951 
Legislature and signed by 
Governor Dewey. 
The state’s only compulsory car 
insurance law becomes effective 
Sunday also. 
Under it, car owners under 21 
will

registration 
plates unless they have a “five- 
and-ten" ($5,000-$10,000; liability 
fxrlicy. 
After the first accident, 
the "ten-twenty-five" requirement 
applies to them also.
